REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Palmyra, Maine, Feb. 15, 1926. 
To the citizens of the town of Palmyra, Greetings: 


I herein submit my first report on your schools. — 


In the fall we opened the same six schools that have 
been maintained for the past few years, namely :— 


Village, Nellie F. Jordan, 35 pupils $20 a week 
Adams, Anna C. McGowan, 13 19 
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Marsh, Audrey E. Raymond, 25 19 
Carr, Rose M. Leighton, 13 17 
Ell, Edna V. Davis, 29 20 
Gale, Hazel Goodeill, 29 19 


The work of these teachers has been very satis- 
factory, and the progress made by the children about 
what could be expected. Closer attendance, and more 
intensive application on the part of some, would raise 
the standard quite perceptibly. 

School Attendance 

Several unwarranted cases of non-attendance have 
been corrected, but this could not be done without some 
loss of attendance. 

Non-attendance is not only a loss to the child, but 
it occasions a financial loss to the town; as a part of 
the State School Fund is apportioned on school attend- 
ance. Every time a child loses a day it means a certain 
financial loss to the town. 

Work of Attendance Officer 

It is very pleasing to me to report the efficient and 
effectual work of your attendance officer on the several 
occasions that he has been called to act. 

Conveyance 

Six means of conveyance have been maintained dur- 
ing the whole or a part of the year, as follows :— 

Mr. Jesse Boody from his neighborhood during the 
whole year at $9.00 a week. 

Mrs. L. B. Neal from her neighborhood during the 
spring term at $7.00 a week; and Mr. Arthur Magnus 
from the same neighborhood during the fall and winter 
terms at $7.00 a week. 

Mr. Donald Stackpole to the Marsh school from an 
area south of it during a part of the winter term at 
$5.00 a week. | 

Mr. Frank Hanscome from the South Union neigh- 
borhood during the winter term at $7.00 a week. 

Mrs. Anna C. McGowan from the Pittsfield-Newport 
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road to the Adams school at $2.00 a week. 

Mr. E. E. Davis from his neighborhood to the Hart- 
land schools during the first 20 weeks at $4.75 a week; 
and during the last 14 weeks at $7.75 a week. 


Janitor Work 
The teachers have had charge of the janitor work; 
in some instances doing the work themselves, in others 
having some member of the school do it. 


Fuel 
The fuel is procured by the school board. 
_ School Supplies 

Paper, ink, pens, penstocks, chalk, a few wax cray- 
ons, a small amount of drawing paper, and board 
erasers have been supplied. We believe it would be 
well to add to this list pencils, rubber erasers, and a 
few articles for seat work for the younger pupils. | 


Books 
A glance into the book closets would convince almost 
anyone that some of the books now in use should be 
replaced by new ones. 
Books, like shoes and mittens, wear out. 
Only enough books have been bought to supply 
deficiencies. 


School Improvement Fund 

This is a very important yet imexpensive depart- 
ment. 

For a small outlay the children of every school can 
be. supplied with informational, inspirational, and 
esthetical literature—literature tending toward the © 
general uplift of the individual’s outlook upon life, and 
the upbuilding of character for citizenship.

No part of our work is of greater importance than 
that tending toward the conservation, protection, and 
improvement of the health of our children. Your 
School Physician’s report points out to you some of the 
avenues through which the child’s health if neglected 
may lead to a life of ailments and sorrow. And the 
thing which should be of greatest interest to us, 
soliciting our extreme care, is its possible ill effects 
upon posterity. 
Repairs 
The Gale and the Marsh school buildings nave been 
painted two coats outside. Other than this only minor’ 
repairs have been made.

Report of Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the citizens of the town of Palmyra, Greetings: 


I herein submit my second report of your schools. 

In the fall we opened the same six schools that 
have been maintained during the past few years, 
namely,— 

Village—Nellie F. Jordan, teacher, 39 pupils, 
$20.00 a week. 

Adams—Anna C. McGowan, teacher, 19 pupils, 
$19.00 a week. 

Marsh—Audrey E. Raymond, teacher, 19 pupils, 
$19.00 a week. 

Carr—Rose M. Leighton, teacher, 16 penile, $17.00 
a week. | | 3 

Gale—Ada C. McCrillis, teacher, 25 pupils, $20.00 
a week. 

Ell—Martha E. Foss, teacher, 28 pupils, $16.00 a 
week. 

These teachers are very conscientious and pains- 
taking in their work, and the progress made by the 
pupils is about what could be expected. 

The children as a whole seem very anxious to make 
good records both in attendance and scholarship. 


Attendance 


I believe only one unwarranted case of non-attend- — 
ance has come to my attention, and that was taken 
care of by our attendance officer in a BRODY and 
efficient manner.

Conveyance 

Five means of conveyance have been maintained 
during the whole or a part of the year.

Davis conveyed from his neighborhood 
to the Hartland schools; during the spring term for 
$7.75, during the. fall and winter terms for $7.00. 

_ Mrs. Anna C. McGowan conveyed from the Pitts- 
field-Newport road to the Adams school for $2.00 a 

week, for the year. 

During the winter term Mr. Frank Hanscome has 
conveyed from the South Union neighborhood to the 

Ell school for $7.00 a week. 

Mr. E. O. Savage is allowed $1.00 a week toward 
the expense of conveying his children to the Newport 
schools. | : | 

Janitor Work 

The teachers have had charge of the janitor work, 
in some instances doing it themselves, and in other 
having some member of the school do it. 

They are paid 50 cents a week for the spring and 
fall terms, and 75 cents a week for the winter term. 


Fuel 

The fuel is bought by the school board or by some 
member who may be designated by the board to buy 
it. The schools have had very nice wood during the 
past year. 
oie School Supplies 

Paper, ink, pens, penstocks, chalk, a few wax cray- 
ons, and a small amount of drawing paper have been 
furnished. 
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Books 

Necessary books to take the place of worn-out 
ones, and a few for supplementary reading have been 
bought. 

School Improvement Fund 

The school improvement fund is to be used to pro- 
vide reference books, material for busy work, and for 
such purposes as tend to a better equipped school- 
room. . 

Tuition in Elementary Schools 

There are nine children attending school in Hart- 
land, and nine attending school in Newport who are 
tuition pupils. 

- High School Tuition 

There are eleven pupils attending Newport High, 
five attending Maine Central Institute, and fourteen 
attending Hartland Academy, for whom tuition is 
paid. 

. Health 

Under this head I. can say nothing better than to 
repeat what I said last. year. 

No part of our work is of greater importance than 
that which has to do with the conservation, protec- 
tion, and improvement of the health of our children. 


Your school physician’s report points out to you some 
of the avenues through which the child’s health if 


neglected may lead to a life of ailments and sorrow. 
And the thing which should be of greatest concern to 
us, is its possible ill effects upon posterity. 


Repairs 


At the Marsh school the shed and toilets have been | 
connected with the schoolhouse; and some new sills — 


and floor timbers put into the schoolhouse to take the 
place of those decayed.

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


To see if the town will vote to adopt the following 
ordinance or take any action in relation thereto with 
such amendments as the town may think proper. 

Sec. 1—All the cemeteries belonging to the town 
shall be under the superintendence and control of a 
board of three citizens of Palmyra to be known as the 
Cemetery Board, who shall hold office for a term. of 
three years; one member to be elected each year at 
the annual town meeting by written ballot and be 
sworn to perform the duties of his office. 

Sec. 2—The Cemetery Board shall annually Be 
a superintendent of all the burying grounds in town, 
such superintendent shall act under directions of the 
Cemetery Board and may be removed by them for 
proper cause. 

Sec. 3—The superintendent shall see to the digoing 
of all graves, that they be of suitable depth, properly 
filled and correctly located. He shall keep an accurate 
record of the name of each person interred, the range 
and location of the grave, where such body is deposi- 
ted on a plan of the cemetery where such person is 
buried, such plans to be furnished by the town. 

Sec. 4—Any person or persons having an interest 
in any burial lot or tomb in any cemetery owned or 
controlled by the town of Palmyra may have the 
same perpetually cared for and preserved, by paying 


to the town treasurer any sum of money,, not less ~ 
_ than fifty dollars, and the town shall be substantially 
liable for the safe keeping and perpetual care of all 


such sums of money so received and all sums of money 
now in their possession for cemetery purposes. 

Sec. 5—The town treasurer upon receipt of any 
such payment as contemplated by this ordinance 
shall enter the same in a book to be kept for that 
purpose, giving the name of the party, the amount

the payment is made. | 


Sec. 6—AI] money received for cemetery purposes 
and all money now in possession of the town for the 
same shall draw interest at four per cent. per annum, 
and it shall be the duty of the town treasurer to pay 
to the cemetery board on proper vouchers and in the 
same manner that other bills are paid, a sum not to 
exceed four per cent. annually on any and all ceme- 
tery funds in his possession; and it shall be the duty 
of the Cemetery Board to expend on each lot the full 
amount annually due such lot for the proper care 
and maintenance, if it can be done without committing 
waste. They may, however, gradually reserve from 
the annual income of each lot a reasonable sum for 
extraordinary repairs. 


Sec. 7—Any resident of the town of Palmyra 
making application to the superintendent for a ceme- 
tery lot may make a Selection in any part of a ceme- 
tery assigned for burial purposes and have the same 
recorded by the superintendent of the cemeteries, on 
the plan of the cemetery in which such lot is located, 
without expense to the applicant; but the title of any 
lot so selected shall rest with the town until such lot 
is used for the burial of the taker or some member of 
his family and such lot shall not be sold or trans- 
ferred by the taker, and should the taker of any lot 
remove to some other place and become a resident of 
some other town, any lot he may have selected, may 
_ be given to some other person by the Cemetery Board; 
but any lot once taken and used for burial purposes 
as aforesaid, shall become the property of the taker 
for burial purposes forever, subject to such ordi- 
nances as the town may enact, and all persons now 
owning lots in town shall have the same rights and be 
subject to the same ordinances as future lot holders. 
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Sec. 8—Any non-resident now owing or having an 
interest in any cemetery in the town of Palmyra may 
be buried or cause any relative or friend to be buried 
in such lot as he may own or have an interest in; but 
any non-resident wishing a new burial lot in any 
cemetery in town shall pay to the town treasurer the 
sum of ten dollars for a lot containing 256 sq. ft. or 
five dollars for a lot of 128 sq. ft. and all such lots 
sold shall be subject to the same rules as resident 
lots in town. Any money received for lots sold may 
be expended by the Cemetery Board for the care of 
the cemetery in which such lot is located. 


Sec. 9—The Cemetery Board shall annually, on or 
before the 20th day of February, make a-full and 
complete written report to the _ selectmen, of all 
moneys received from every source and the expendi- 
ture of the same, and shall also file a copy of such 
report with the town treasurer. 


- Sec. 10—-The town treasurer shall keep in a book 
~ an account to be designated as Cemetery Accounts, 
such book to be accessible for public inspection, in 
which he shall credit the amount received for the 
perpetual care of all cemetery lots to date, and the 
amount received for the care of all lots hereafter 
taken; the name of each lot for which the sum was 
received and the amount due each lot with the in- 
terest added thereto, and he shall charge to such 
account all money paid out by the Cemetery Board. 
Sec. 11—Nothing shall be construed in any section 

of this ordinance as intending to prevent any person 
from caring for his own lot or employing any person 
to care for the same.

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Report of Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the citizens of the town of Palmyra: 


I herein submit my third ane report of your 
schools. 

In the fall the same six schools that have been main- 
tained for the past few years were opened, viz: 


Village—Nellie F. J OE teacher, with 44 pupils, 
at $22.00 a week. 

Adams—Anna C. McGowan, teacher, with 22 pupils, 
at $19.00 a week. 

~Marsh—Velma C. Pratt, teacher, with 22 pupils, at 
$18.00 a week. 

Carr—Augusta Straight, teacher, with 16 eis at 
$16.00 a week. 

Gale—Ada C. McCrillis, teacher, with 28 pupils, at 
$20.00 a week. 

Ell—Audrey E. Raymond, teacher, with 27 pupils, 
at $19.00 a week. 

These teachers have been very painstaking in their 
work, and progressive in their methods, and their chil- 
dren have seemed very anxious to make good records 
in attendance and scholarship. 


Attendance 
We have had very little trouble about non-attend- 
ance. The attendance officer has been called upon but 
once, I believe. 
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Conveyance 
Five means of conveyance have been maintained 
during the whole or a part of the year, as follows: 


Mrs. Arthur Magnus has conveyed from her neigh- 
borhood to the Marsh school, during the spring term 
for $10.00 a week, during the fall term for $12.50, and 
during the winter term for $10.50 a week. 


Mr. Jesse Boody and Mr. Clarence Grover conveyed | 
to the Village school during the spring term for $9.00 
a week; and Mr. Frank Bradford has conveyed from 
that part of the town during the fall and winter for 
the same money. 


Mr. E. E. Davis conveyed from his neighborhood 
during the spring term for $7.00 a week. At the be- 
ginning of the school year the following change was 
made about the schooling of the children that Mr. - 
Davis conveyed in the spring. It was decided that 
if they wished to attend the Hartland schools the 
town of Palmyra would pay their tuition but would 
pay no conveyance; otherwise they must attend the 
Gale school. : 

Later Mr. Inman’s moving into that neighborhood 
with some very young pupils necessitated a change, 
and he has been allowed $4.25 a week to get his chil- 
dren to school. 

Mr. Ralph E. Cook has been allowed $2.00 a week 
toward getting his girl to school; Mr. Lewis Pray is 
allowed the same; and Mr. O. E. Savage is allowed 
$1.00 a week. | 3 

Mrs. Anna C. McGowan conveys from the Pitts- 
field-Newport road for $2.00 a week. 

Mr. Charles Kierstead is allowed $3.00 a week to- 
ward getting his girl to the Village school. | 


Janitor Work _ 
The teachers have had charge of the janitor work, 
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in some instances doing it themselves, and in others 
having some member of the school do it. 

They are allowed 50 cents a week during the fall 
and spring terms; and 75 cents a week during the 
winter term. 7 | 

Fuel 

The fuel is: bought by the school board or by some 
member who is designated by the board to buy it. The 
schools have had very nice wood during the past year. 


School Supplies 
Several kinds of paper, ink, pens, penstocks, chalk, 
some wax crayons, drawing paper, and some seat-work © 
material have been supplied. 


Books 
The geographies and language books have been in 
use since 1920 and 1921, and they are getting out of 
date and very badly worn. They are being replaced 
by new and up-to- date copies. 


Tuition in Elementary Schools 
There are 18 elementary school pupils for which we 
must pay tuition to other towns, 9 in Newport, 2 in 
St. Albans, 7 in Hartland. 
None of these children live within reasonable walk- 


: ing distance of any of Palmyra’s schools. 


Tuition in Secondary Schools 
There are 10 students attending Maine Central In- | 


stitute, 14 attending Newport High, and 14 attending 


Hartland Academy, for whom tuition is paid. 


Health 
Under this heading I can say nothing better than 
I have said before. 
“No part of our work is of greater Grepets than 
that which has to do with the conservation, protec- 


3 ee and improvement of the Bee of our children.

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Your school physician’s report points out to you some 
of the avenues through which the child’s health, if 
neglected, may lead to a life of ailments and sorrow. 
And the thing which should be of greatest concern to 
us, is its possible ill effects upon posterity.” 


Repairs 

At the Carr school a new shed has been connected 
with the schoolhouse and toilets have been connected 
with the school room. There was not money enough 
to do what should have been done to complete this 
job, by about $200.00. : 

The Adams schoolhouse needs painting and shin- 
gling. The lighting should be made to conform to the 
State standard in all of our schoolhouses. 

We think it would be a wise move, to make the two 
above mentioned schools, so that they will conform 
to State requirements in all respects, and to do it this 
year. 


School Census 
The school census of April, 1927, found 278 chil- 
dren from 5 to 20 years of age, inclusive. Of these 
177 are attending elementary schools, and 38 are at- 
_ tending secondary schools.
